SAX FKASCISCO, June 23.'—The worst 


fire San Francisco has had' in over 
thirty years started shortly before 6 
o'clock "Thursday night in the rear of 
the San Francisco box factory, located 
at Fifth and Harrison streets. 


Before the department reached the 


ground the flames 
were sweeping- 


through a number of frame building's 
on Fourth street, -which backed into 
the box factory and leaped across the 
street to the Southern hay barns. A 
second alarm was turned in, only to be 
followed by the third and fourth in 
rapid succession. Chief Sullivan was 
one of the first to reach the scene, and 
realized the danger at a glance. Before 
one-half the department had connected 
their lines it was. seen the fire was en- 
tirely beyond control 
AVord was tele- 


graphed across the bay to Oakland and 
Alameda for assistance. 


The sister cities quickly responded 


with two engines each. They were 
located alone the water front and used 
as pumps to supply water from the 
bay. 
The Southern Pacific pumps' 


lines of hose were connected and did 
good service in bringing- salt water to 
supply the fast weakening- fresh-water 
mains. A strong wind was blowing 
from the west and fanned the flames 
across the broad 
streets, sweeping 


everything in their path. 
Shortly 


after the second alarm was turned in a 
heavv explosion shook the city. Four 
kegs'of powder stored in one of the big 
warehouses of the Southern Pacific had 
blown up. 


Heavy" embers were hurled through 


the air for blocks. These landed on 
the frame buildings further east, and 
in a short time the firemen were.prac- 
tically hemmed in. For a time it looked 
as though the fire would be got nnder 
control. 
The wind gradually died 


down, but the suction of the now roar- 
ing arres of inflammable material con- 
tinued to carry embers three and four 
feet long through the air. Shortly af- 
ter 7 o'clock the wind suddenly chang- 
ed to the east and drove the flames 
back over the burning district. 


At 9:45 the fire was gotten under con- 


trol The high brick wall of the de- 
serted Southern 
Pacific 
offices, at 


Fourth and Townsend streets, acted 
as a barrier over which the flames 
could not work. The water furnished 
from the bay by the Oakland engines 
and Southern Pacific pumps soon had 
the outer edge of the fire subdued. 


In addition to the destruction of the 


mills, factories, foundries and hotels, 
over fifty dwellings were destroyed. 
Three hundred families are homeless, 
though some of them managed to save 
a portion of their goods. Thus far nc 
authentic account of loss of life has 
been given out. Eumors are plenty, 
but it is impossible to penetrate the 
burned district to ascertain whether 
any bodies are in the ruins. 
One fire- 


man was slightly injured by the fall ol 
a floor, and at first it was reported he 
had been killed, but he was gotten^out 
with no greater damage than a bruised 
shoulder and a sprained back. One of 
the best btiildings to go down before 
the flames was St. Eose 
Catholic 


church, a new structure upon which 
thousands of dollars had been expend- 
ed, but had not been quite completed,

for 
43,504,863 persons. 
The 


value of all church property used ex- 
clusively for ^purposes of worship is 
5070,630,139. There are 111,036 regular 
ministers, not including lay preachers. 
There are five bodies which have more 
than 1,000,000 of communicants and 
ten more than 500,000. The leading 
denominations have communicants in 
round numbers as follows: 


Catholics, 6,250,000; Methodists, 4,- 


600,000; Baptist, 3.725,000; Presbyter- 
ians, 1,230,332; Lutheran, 1.230,000.

was 40 in March, December coming
